© Phe members of the Scleet Com sittee, to wheh the Bill was referred, 
have considered the Bull, with the suggestions tor its unprovement made by) the 
Local Government, amd by Che viirtous officers and loeal authorities who were 
consulted by that Government and they have bec able to accept a considerable 
number of those suggestions, ‘The Local Goverment has heen commu. 
nieated with in rd to all changes of any importinee proposed to he 
made in the Bill as intro tneed, and, as fhe ameasare is one vehi to loeal 
administration, great weight has always been given to ils views in’ determine 
ing whether propesed alter ions should he adopted or not, As the changes, 
other than amendments ino miatters ef minor detail which hive been made 
are fully set forth inthe report of (ie Select Committee, which briefly ex plams 
the rewons for each, L propose ty confine my reniurks to those whieh are of 
most importance, 





















“Taking, first, (he provisions relating to fasation, the powers of imposing 
taxes other than the Jocal rate contere | by seetion 50 are given, subject 
to the provisions of that and the following seviion, to all district boards, instead 
of to those only which are empowered to determine the incidence of the loeal 
rate, as these powers may sometimes be fond sell ines s iiwhich the 
Loeal (iovernment may not wish to dele sate the power of deterininice the 
Incidence ol the local rate (o the distict houd. Phe proceeds of faves so ime 
posed will he credited in full to the district Luna of (he district, as the Leal 
Government does nos think i necessary to retain fhe provision, contained in the 
Bill ay introduced, that the same proportion of these taes as of the local rate 
should he carivd to itt owncredil, Inany ease in whieh it may be found 
necessary to Impose now tarcs, {he distriel in which Chey ave levied will thus 
get the full benctit of them. ’ 


© Power has also been given to the Local Governmont to direct that, any 
portion of the net proceeds of the local rate whieh may be leviel within. the 
limits of a municipality or military canfonment should be mide availible for the 
purposes of the ufunicipalily or cantonment. Under the law hitherto in loree, 
the proceeds of the local rate and cesses cn land levied within municapal or ean. 
¢onment limits were applicable to the purpuses of the distriet as a whole, and 
were expended under the orders of the district commit There are only 
a few cases in which the local rate or esses are levied in military @ntonments; 
but in some districts a considerable portion of the loewl rate is paid for 
Jands within municipal limits. As the financial postion of purticular districts 
and municipalities must be qonsidered in determine whether any change 
should be made in the ovisting appropriation of the local rate paid for lands 
fn such localities, it was found impossible to lay down any general rule on 
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the subject in tho Bill, and the Local Government is therefore empowered 
to decide the question in each case. 


“Tn other respeets there is no material change in the part of the Bill which 
relates to taxation. 





“ Noxt, as rewards the constitution of district. qnd local boards the district 
boards to be established under the Act will take the place of the committees 
appointed under the Lo val Rates Vets previously in force, Unlike those com- 
mittoes, they will in all etses he cornordions, with power to acquire and hold 
property, to contract, and fo sue and be sued; but as in some districts it: may 
not be at present possible to osCublish boards of this character, the Lo -al Govern- 
ment is empowered by section 67 to except these from the provisions of this 
part of the Act, and section 6S provides tor the constitution in these districts 
of a committer similar to Chose which now exist, unless where the Local Govern- 
ment tor speci rewsons otherwise direc This caxception has been adaed to 
provide for eases like that of the Simla district, the most important put of which 
is comprised within the Simla municipality and the several hill eantonments, 
the remainder consist ug only of the two sinall detiched parganas of Kotgarh 
and Kothhai, distant fifty miley or move trom Simla. Ft has not heen found 
convenient hitherto to maimtiin a distmet committee to control the expendi- 
ture of the insignificant local income of these two parganas. 











“The distriet boar Lwillor linarily have authority Uhroughout the distriet for 
which it is established, with the exception only of the aren of municipalities and 
military cantonments ; but the Local Governnent may exeept portions of dis- 
triets rom this part of the Act. ‘This powor is required for hill tracts like 
portions of the Kangrt and IFuara districts, and may also be required for parts 
of some of the Trans- [Indus districts, whenes cer district boards are established in. 
those districts. 


















“Some change has been made in the Bill with respect to the relation of the 
Joeal boards which may be formed within districts to the dfstriet board. As 
there is no present intention to declare any such boards independent of the 
district board, the provisions originally contained in the Bull for the case of 
local boards declared independent of the district board have been dropped, 
and it is now provided that all loenl boirds shall act as the agents of, 
and be under the control of, the distiiet board. ‘he Local Government, 
however, nd direct particular matters to be placel under the muanage- 
ment of the local bowrd, and anay also mike rulesas to the apportionment’of the 
district fund between tl neral purposes of the district and the purposes of 
particular pirts of the district, and for determining the relations between dis- 
trict boards and local howds. Sections 21 tu 28 and #1 of the Bill also contem- 
plate the appropriation of specilic funds to the purposes of the local boards, and. 
the aature of the contvol which may be exercised by district boards is 
regtlated by seetions 22, 23and 11. If will not, therefore, be possible for 
the distriet board, if it were so disposed, to reduce the Joeal boards subordinate 
to it to mere nonentifie.; and it will probably be found most convenient 
ordinarily to leave the administration of many matters in the hands of the 
Joeal bourds, which will be able to meet more frequently than the district 
hoard. 




















“Chairmen of district. and local hoards, whether elected or appointed b; 
the Local Government, will be chosen from among tle members ef the board, 
and will held office for such term, not seoding three years, as the Local 
Government may fix. It has all along been intended that only members of 
boards should he eligible for cleetion or appointment as chairmen, though this 
was not distinctly stated in the Bill as introduced. 








“Lt has not been thouzht necessary. to empower local boards to appoint 
joint committees in concurrence with other local boards or authorities, as the 
district board will discharge the functions of a joint committec for the local 
boards within the district, and can appoint a joiat committee in concurrence 
swith other local bodies when this is desirable. But cantonment authorities 
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have been addcd*to the other local authorities who may concur in appointing 
joint committees, as this may sometimes be found useful in regard to matters 
in which district boards and residents in cantonments ave jointly interested, 


« “As the district board is the corporate body, it has heen empowered to 
employ such servants as are nevessiry for (he purposes of the local boards subs 
ordinate to it, as well ay suti ay are necess ivy for its own purpdses.  Lhis will 
enable it to authorize a locat bound as its agent to employ necessary servants, 
The power given by the Bill as intro luced fo Depiuty Commissioners to eontrol 
appomtiments made by secon belass boards lis been extended to all boards as 
recommended by the oval Government. As T mentioned oa recent oecasion, 
the Delhi Municipal Conmiuttee, when consulted on the omginal draft of the 
Municipal Bill,thousht it desiiable that the Deputy Commissioner should 
have this pow wit it is exercise Lin sueh a wiy as to give dissutisfaction 
to the board, it wil have an appeal to the Commu stoner of the division. 

















“As resperts finance, the effect of the provisions of sections 35 and 36, 
forming a district fund, and vesting that fund in the district board 
repeal of Act V of IS7S in districts in which the present njeasure is bro 
force, will he to put an end to the power, whieh that Act gavg to the Loval Gove 
ernment, to Withdraw from any district unexspended balances of the allotment. 
made to it from the proceeds of the local mite. ‘Tne distet boards will, there- 
fore, oceupy a much more secure financial position than the conunittess whose 
place theyewiti tke. ‘Phoy have also been empowered to invest their funds in 
approved securities, abject fo such rules as may be made hy the Governor 
General in Cowveil in that beball, and to the previous sanction of the Loeal 
Government. This condition will be a cheek upon money being hoarded when 
it might, be speut with more advantaze in meeting the immec quirements 
of the distric 


“ Additional powers to make rules have been given to the Local Governs 
ment for the purpose of regulating the languaze of the boards, {le channel 
through which correspondence should pass, and the preparation and section of 
plans and estimates for works, and for the guidance of district boards in con- 
ducting litigation. 


























With reference to tho last point, as distriet committees were not. hitherto 
empowered to sue nor liable io he sued, all suits relating to matters under 
their control having to be brought by or ag: inst Govermment, it is probable that 
district, boards will require some instructions as fe the course fo be adopted 
when suits are brought against them, or when they have eecasion to institute 
suits; and it may be desirable that such cases should ordinarily be yveported to 
the Loeal Government, in order that it may be ina position to give the boards 
any assistance or advice which may be required. 




















©The Bill originally contained a section, similar (o that which is to he 
found in most Municip:l Acts, requiring porsons proposing to sue a district 
Deard, or any of noo ncimbers or officers, for compersition for any wrong 
fal act don’ or purporting to be done under the Act, to give written notice 
at least a month before instituting the suit. Tt willbe remembered that, 
an the oceasion of the passing of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
Municipalities Jet, I doubted the expediency of omitting the provision of 
this nature which was contained in the Act previousty in force, and that my 
hon’ ble fricitd My. Ubert explained why it had not been considered neces 
to retain it, and ¢xpressed an opinion that, if such a provision is veally 
it ought to be cabodied ina general Act, ating the necessary prote 
all persons acting under statutory or other similyy authority. Tunderstood him 
to think that {he protection was not more likely to be waned in Tndia than in 
England, where it had been found possible to dispense with it, and the prospect of 
its being given by 1 general Act therefore seemed to me ta be somewhat faint; 
‘Dut, from what afterwards passed in committec on the present Bill, J, gathered 
that, if Local Governments showed cause for considering that local atthorities 
required such protection as would be afforded by notice of suits, there would bg 
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. 
no objection to providing it. On this understanding T agreed {0 the omission 
of the section in question from the Bill; and L had the less difticulty in doing 
so, becvuse it could not be suid in this case, as in that of a Municipal Bill, that 
by the omission we were depriving the boards of a protection which their pre- 
decessors had enjoyed under the Liw hitherto in force. District hoards are pers 
haps lew likely to be frequently eng iged in litigation than municipal commits 
tees; but if sutts for compensation for alleged wrongs are brought against them, 
and it is found that incon enisnee is caused by the want of sufficient notice 
Defore sueh suits are brought, steps will no dowbtbe taken to make this known 
to the Government of India, in orter that the necessary legislation may be 
taken in hand. 


« As the Bill does not now mike the district hoards a continuation of the 
committees previously an existence with larger powers than before, it has 
Devome nee sary ty make provision for their lability to discharge ohjiqations 
incurred by those committees. We have therefore adopted the provisions of 
the Act recently passed Lor the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, saving con- 
tracts made on behall of district committees, and providing for the coutinued 
employment of Government oilfivers serving under them, 












“Comparatively little use has been made in the Panjah of the provisions 
of Act AX of 1556, for the appointment and maintenance of potie -chauksddrs 
in towns, and most places in whieh it was in force, other than military em. 
tonments, hive been constituted info municipalities and now raise the neces+ 
sary taxition by other methods, In any towns which Ire not become 
municipalities, ata. can be imposed for the purpose of paying for watchmen 
under the provisions of the Panjab Laws Aet, as amended in 1S78 and 1581, 
The Local Government, under these circumstances, did not consider it necessary 
that Act XX of 1856 should continue to apply to such towns; and, as tliat Act 
contains no provision for withdraning it trom operation in any place to which 
it has heen extended, we have provided im section 69 that, when a district beard 
is established having authority in any plice to which Act XX of 1896 npplics, 
the Local Government may direct that that Act shafl coase to be in foree, 









The changes which haye been made in the Bill have not altered what T 
pointed out in moving for leive to introduc: it as one of its most marked fea- 
tures, namely, the extent fo which it leaves details to be regulated by rules to be 
made by the Local Government. Lt was then evplained that this was rendered 
necessary by the vary ing circumstances of diferent parts of the provinee, with 
regard to which tho rule. must be famed if much progress is to he effected. 











“ But wherever the provisions now to be found in the third chapter of the 

Bill ean be mads applicable, the district boards will enjoy a much greater 
measure of independence than {he committees which lave hitherto performed 
similar functions, and they will have a much more complete control over the 
administration of their funds, They will in most instances he relieved hy Jocat 
boards of such duties ay can most suitably be discharged by smaller bodies, with 
local knowledge and with a real interest in. local Dusiness 3 3 but these Dourds 
will be subordinate to the distriet Loard, and it will continue to manage all 
matters affecting the interests of the distric tas awhole The constitution of 
these sinaller bodies is a uew step in the direction of local sclf-govcrnment, 
and it may fairly be hoped that the interest which has hitherto been taken by 
mennbers of district committees in the departments of administration entrusted 
to them will be still more largely manifested by the members of the local 
hoards now to bo coustituted, who will be thoroughly acquainted with the 
wants and interests of the smaller areas over which their authority will extend, 
and who will be put to less inconvenience in attending meetings than tho mem- 
bers of & commitice assenibled from wl parts of the district to meet at its head- 
uarters. ‘Chis powers reserved to district oflicers by tho Bull will enable them to 
giye these boards the guidince, counsel and assistance which they must 
often require. and whieh could neither be so frequently nor so usefwly supplied. 
by the district board; and the relations which at present as a rule exist between 
the rural population and the district officer afford some guarantee that both dis. 
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trict and local beards will he ready to he guided by his adviec, and that he will 
take a hearty interest in trainig them to make the best use of their powers, 
and in the success of their administration.” 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 


“The Hon'ble Mx Bargiey said that he had now to ask Ilis Excellency 
the President for leave to mdve two amendments of which he Shad not given 
notice. The amendments, he explained, were not of am important charactor. 


This Excellency Tip Prisipr nt said that he had been made acquainted with 
the nature of the two amendments which Vr Barkley wished to propose, and the 
necessity for moving them now bad arisen in consequence of Grelateness at which 
the Report o! the Select Comnutce was brought to the notiee of the Lieutonant- 
Governor and himself. Under those crremimst ices, and as they did not imvolve 
any important pots, he would give leave that (he amendients be made. 





The Hon'ble Mr. Bankucy said that the first amendment was as fol- 
lows :-— 


That the proviso {o thy second sub-section of seijon 30 be omitted. 


The matter which that amendment was intendéd 46 cover was already pro- 
vided for by section 8 { of the Bill, which required the Loc il Government, when 
services, the cost of which was hitherto borne by Government, were undertaken 
by adistnct board under section 20, to provide it with adequate funds for 
their maintenance in the same state of efficiency us before. ‘That beme so, it 
did not appear necessary to retain that proviso to section 20, 


The Hon'ble Mr. Luwerr remarke lL tivut the proviso was inserted for the 
purpose of making clear the mutual relations of seetion 20 and seetion 3h of 
the Bill; but as he understood thet its retention im its present foam might 
possibly lead to administrative dillicultics and as the meaning of the Bill 
appdired to be reasonably elear without it, he would not offer any objection to 
its qinission. 

The amendmint was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr, Barauty also moved that to section 51 the following 
be added, namely :— 

but shali he mmumcdiately x portcd to the Govcrnor Gencral in Couneil and shall be sub- 
jeut to his orders” 


Ife said that this course would nodoubt always he adopted, but that it was 
better to provide for it in the Bull. 


The Motion was put and agreed fo. 
The Houw’hle Ma. Burkiny moved that the Bill as amended he passed. 


His Honour tne Libvrr NANT-Govervor sud -— This Bill is a younger 
son in a tolerably Jarge family, and, as ay the fate of younger sons 
in thrifty househol®, ab has been made to wear the clothes of its elder 
brothers. The fit is, m3 doubt, m some respeets excellent. But Tam not 
sure the the chikl would not have run about more freely and grown more 
robust in the loose homespun in’ whieh it was first clothed by its nurse than. 
in the clahorate und tight-fitting garments in which i now appears. Although 
the Bill has been greatly altered in its transit through Committee, 1 dytire 
to express mysthanks to the Council for the great consideration that hay been 

iven to the representations which 1 have on several occasions found it my 
duty fo make in respect to the various chanzos from time to time proposed, 
apd for the concessions that have been made to me, Above all, T ami grateful 
that the distinctive features of the Bill have not been interfered with. As 
deseribed in the Panjib Government letter of 24th April last, nd by my 
hon’ble colleague Mr. Barkley, in sais speech when introducing the Bill, this 
is an enabling rather then an enacting Bill. No doubt, this peculiarity of form 
makes largo drafts upon thg confidence of the Government of India, thé 
legislature and the public. But in no other way can local self-government, in 
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my judgment, be successfully developed in the Panjab. When municipal 
government was first attempted in this Province, almost everything was done 
by executive arrangement without any law at all. When the necessity for some 
law came to be felt, a mere skeleton Act was passed. 16 enaetel little, but 
permitted much. A few years later the law was revised and somewhat clabor- 
ated, but still let clastic.” Now, after twenty yeprs? experience, it is found 
practicable to ‘reduce to positive cnactment not only the leading principles but 
many of the details of muuicipal government, anda Bill fur the purpose is now 
before this Council. 











“Tshould wish to proceed in a somewhat similar way in introducing local 
self-govertunent in the distriets—that is to say, progressively, hut tentatively 
and cautionsly. ‘This is the explanation of the peculiar feature of the Bil, Lt 
is only in myth and fable that Athene springs at once full armed trom the 
brain of Zeus. In nature and the work-a-day world, things proceed more 
slowly—timt the blade, then the ear, then tle full corn in the ear. ‘Lhe neces. 
sity for cautious advance and tor diversity of arrangements to meet the varying 
requirements of different parts of the country has, notwithstanding all we have 
heard to the contrary, beet from the tirt recognised and insisted upon both by 
the Supreme and Locar Governments. In the Government of India resolution 
of 18th May, 1492, it was said that the Governor General in Council is quite aware 
of tho absurdity of attempting to lay down any hard-and-fast rules which 
shall be of universal application in a country so vast, and in its local eircum- 
stances so varied, as British India, And in the Local Government resolution of 
Fth September, 1882, diversity of arrangement was strongly imsisted on as pre- 
sumptive proof that the varying requirements of localities have not Leen dis- 
regarded. ‘The policy of Government is to he found Jess in the Bill than, ip the 
published resolutions. The Bill, and the rules of general or loca] app¥ication 
to he found under it and to be modified from time to time as cireum- 
stances require, arc the steps by which effeet is gradually to he given to that 
policy in its intezrity. Uniformity is impossible, and an Act rigid in fts+pro- 
visions and applicable to the whole province is Mtogether out of the question 
at tho present Mage, In no other way than by leaving large diseretion to 
the Local Government to vary its arrangements when necessary distriet by 
district, and from time to time, can local selé-government be successfully at= 
tempted in this Movinee, In no other ‘way cau we avoid, in this country of 
deep-rooted prejudices and hoary traditions, the evils that inevitably result from 
laws too far in advance ol the social condition of the people. = % 


“Tho policy of local self-government has often been assailed on the 
ground that we ought not to legislate in ad ‘ance of social opinion. That is a 
proposition to which I for one cannot agree: Tn the countries of Europe and 
America it may be (rue: society there has inheront elements of progress, and, 
as Sir Henry Maine has forcibly remarked in his Ancient Law, page 24, 
soci! necessities and social opinion are in progressive societics always more or 
less inadvance of lew. Here in India the ease isreversed, Society is inherent. 
ly unprogressive. It is firmly rivetted to ancient custom and inveterate pre- 
judice. The only true progress it has made for centuries has been forced upon it 
from without. lad ourlogisla{ure waited upon Indian opinion; the fires of the 
suttee would not yet have been extinct; the Ganges would still have claimed 
her woman victins ; crimes would still have been dctinod and punishments 
aWerded with reference to the caste and rank of the offender; property would 
still have been forfeited for religious opinion; we should have had no free Press, 
no railways, no telegraphs, no post-ofliecs, no municipal government; and the 
country would bea century behind its present state of development. 


“There is no more plausible fallacy than the proposition that in India 
legislation guyht not to be in advance of the social state of the people. From 
the nature of the case it must always be in advance. The real question is one 
of degree. Legislation that is too progressive may be a greater calumity toa 

i .than legislation that lags behind the popular demand. But it is 
our duty, in the position in which wo are placed, so to adjust both our legis- 
ative and our administrative measures as to create a higher and 4 better social 
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opinion, and toeive to the people gradually and progressively, as théy are able 
to reveive it, an increasing share in the benefits Howing from political principles 
which England has secured for herself by ventinies of strugale and at the cost 
of much of her best and noblest blood. ‘Thuy only, in. my humble opmion, can 
we be faithful to our trast in ludia aud true to the great traditions we have 
inflerited. 


“ As regards partiewlar sections of the Bill, T need say verylit{le The 
Bill differs from the Central Provinces Act, the North-Western Provinces Act, 
and all other Bills that I hav seen, m reguring the Local Government, when 
transferring to district boards any works o1 services pud for from provineial 
revenues, to provide the boards with sulliciont funds tor the mamtenance of 
those works and services ‘Plus is in aecordince with the principlos iid down 
by the Governnfent of India But the Panjab Bill is the only one that 
euntains such a provision or affords such a security to the distiict bo wds.

“The Bill is also singular in its provisions regarding tax ition. The scope 
and object uf the taxation-sections were oxplaincd hy Mr Barkley when the 
Bill was i@froduced, But at will perhaps not be capsidercd out of” pliee if I 
advert to-the subject again, I cannot make st aE ee quan by quoting the 
following passage from a note on the Bill which was torwarded to the Govern= 
ment of Tudia with the Panjab etter of 210h \pril last

of at upon the mereantile classes, who reap, wilh others, no small shave of the Lenchts derived 
from local works and communications ” 








While therefore ample funds will he provided ly the Provincial Gov. 
ernment for all works and services paid from provincial finances which may be 
transferred to the control of district boards, taxation may be had recourse 
to either as a substitute for part of the local rate, so as thereby to reduce sthex 
taxation on the land or to provide additional funds wherewith to undertakd new 
works and servi ‘as or to extend and improve those alroady under their control. 
For such purposes provincial tunds cannot be allotted to distret boards. Tho 
boards must find their own funds either by husbanding their resources or by 
fresh taxation. [he power of taxation, however, is sufliciently guarded by the 

vision of sections 30 to 82 of the Bill, and still more by ‘the gact that all 
propostls for additional tuxation must emanate from the bvards themselves 
and not ftom the Government. rd 


“Tn conclusion, I must gnce more express my cordial concurrence in the 
general policy to which this Bill is intended to give effect in tho Panjib. The 
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” 
policy itself is not new; it is rather an advance on lines Jaidadown long ago. 
But it is a development of an old policy conceived in a spirit of generous sym- 
pathy with the people, and wise anticipation of thoir wants and degitimate aspi- 
rations. Jt has my most hearty support, and no effort will be wanting on my 
part to make it successful in the pxovince which it is my privilege and my 
pride to govern.” 

Tis Excellency rng PRestpEnt said :-—* I canhot let this Bill pass with- 
out expressing the great satisfaction which I fecl*that a measure intended to 
enable my hon’hle friend opposite, the Lienteugat-Goverpor of the Panjéb, 
fully and completely to carry out his Resolution of the 7th September 1882, 
should at last have been brought to completion, and should bg about to become 
law. This measure has been so framed as to give the fullest possible effect to 
the Resolution to whieh 1 have just alluded, and that Resolution was drawn up 
in complete accordance with the views of the Government of India as hud down 
intheir Resolution of the 18th May 148%, The Lienten mmt-Goveenor bas, from 
the commencement, formed the most just estimate of thé views and intentions 
of the Governinent of India as set forth in that Resolution, andamdgr this Bill 
he will be enabled, aecordins {to his judgment of the requirements of he various 
localities under his Goreyzig nt, to give to the principles which that Bosol ation 
embodied such dovelopment as he thinks most suitable to the gircumstanves of 
each locality. 

“Tthas been said in criticism of this Bill thatit is, as my hon’ble 
friend has just explained, an enabling, rather than an enacting, incasure. No 
dqubt that is the case, but it was essential that that should be the churacter of 
Jegtslation upon this subject, if one of the most fundamental principles of the 
qeolalisn of the Isth May was to be carried out, the principle, namely, that 

he system sketched out in that Resolution was to be applied in difféfent 
degrees to tho different provinces of India and to the different distriata, of 
each provinee. 

“Ono of the points most clearly explained in that, Résobupiah es thew sing 
obvious one that in a country so diversified as India it Whgeh@hat £3 
to vary the arrangements for Local self-government accvndtyg to fhé, varying 
condition, not of each province, but almost of each gisti#tet in eneh provines ; 
variety was contemplated hy that Resolution, ax I myself hpveahvays regard- 
ed if as an essential ferture of the propesal of the. Government. I have 
therefore been rather surprised that Ak Lotal Govéelmments have not, as 
that of my hon’ble friend has done, Fanyvcd to thefiselyes more come 
plete powers of varying the modes ‘of sap, ying the system of local selt- 
government, and that they have rather tie@- selves down to a cut and dry 
system Lo be appiied generally throughout the districts under their Govern- 
ment. Tt is however quite true that if flere Le any province which more 
than another requires the adoption of different arrangements in different 
districts, that province is the Panjab. In the Panjab we have every variety of 
social civewmstinces ; every of development ; great differences of race and 
of erecd, from old settled districts like that of Delhi, to the border districts on 
the Afghan frontier, and ¢o hill tracts, like those in which we are living at the 
present moment. It was, therefore, extremély natural that the Lieutenant. 
Governor should feel it necessary to take large powers in order to enable 
him to give adequate elasticity to the schemes to be adopted in different 
bas of the province under his rule. Undoubtedly a measure of this kind 
makes a large demand upon public confidence ; and it will d&pend very largoly 
upon my hon’ble friend to what extent he carries out the prinviples bf local self- 
government in the Panjib. The Bill enables him to apply'the principles sketched 
out in the Resolution of the 18th May to the fullest extent, but it will not 
compel him to do so, He ‘has givon te she public in his Resolution of the 
7th September 182 the fullest assuranbe as to the mode in which he intends 
to exercise the powers confcrréd upon him, ang I have the most cemplete 
and entire contidence that, when this Bill becomes law, ke will, withont delay, 
apply the principles laid down for his guidance by the Government of India in 
such degrce, in such manner, and to such extent, as he wiay fcel to bo most 
suitable to the,yarious parts of the territory under his administration, 
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«© When'the ponrds to be established under this Bill have once been set mp, 

the teagure contains all due provision that they shall not be arbitrarily or 
roshl¢ ‘abolished; that, once established, they shall not he overthrown except 
in rare cases ih which adequate reasons may exist for the change; and L hold, 
therefore, that the public may regard with complete satisfaction the passing of 
this Bill as assuring to the Panjab a wide development of the, system of local 
sell-gévernhisht.:',°-- . 
» | HAs Sir Charles Aitchison has said, that system fs not a new onc; the 
Government of [ntlia of the present day lay no claim to having in this matter 
struck outa novel policy; all that they have done is that they have endear oured 
to make a large step in the direction of extending and developing the work 
whielt their prydecessors commenced; and [am quite sure that that extension 
ani development will nowhere bo more thoroughly and tully carried into 
effec}, han in the Panjd) under tho yule of my hon’ble friend.

clearing of the stream of vegetation and dead leaves. He attributes the sickness which pre- 
yailed anung the employés of the mill to neglect on the part of the owners of these precau= 
tions, especially the last, as the emall stream which supplies drinking-water is overgrown in 
places with jungle and also rocvives the drainage of xiev-liclds, If, however, the valley be 
dammed and w reservoir formed, there would, m lis opinion, be no danger from # contaminated 
water-supply. 

11. Tt will be agen from the foregointy remarks that of the three sites mentioned, that ab 
Sasu-Ngoghar possesses decided advantages for the estabh-hment of a paper mill at a com. 
paratively small ost. Judgiog from the description given of it by the Exeentive Engineer, 
the git appears to His Excellency in Council to be suitable in all respects for the establishe 
went of a paper mill on a sufficiently large seale to allow of its bemg worked ocunomisally, the 
“only drawback being the unherlthiness of the glace, Thin evil, however, can bo munimized 
by the adoption of the precautionary miasures suggested by the Executive Engineer and such 
other arrangements ay experience may show to be necessury, aud no serivus ubstacle need 
therefore be apprehended from it. 

12, Tam to state that an application was lately reecived from Mesars. Pully and Com- 
pany for the grant of a site at Panvcl in the Thana Collectorate for the establishment of a paper 
mill; but on enquiry it appeared that the site applied for was unsuited fur tho purpose, and

OxsERVATIONS.--As compared with the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year, with an increase of 895 miles, or 4 per cent. in the open mileage, 
and of 1,987,479 miles, or 19°84 per cent. in the train mileage, the number of 
accidents to trains, rolling stock, permanent way, &¢., shows an increase of 2L, 
or 1:94 per cent. only, ‘The numbers chiefly vary on the following railways :—

3. Of the decrease of 24 accidents on tho Great Indian Peninsula Rail- 
way, 14 were junder “ goods trains, or parts of goods trains, engines, &e., leay- 
ing the rails,” and 9 under “ slips in cuttings or embankments.” 

4. On the Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railway the number of cases of 
“failure of machinery, &c., of engines” increasea from 8 to 17, and that of 

“failure of couplings " from 1 to 15. 

5. The inerease on the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway chiefly occurred 
under “ cattle accidents,” the number being 483 against 22. 

6. On the Punjab Northern State Railway the inercase was due to the 
number of cases of “fire in trains” having been 3z against 5 in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1882. 

7. On the Indus Valley and Kandahar State Railway the inercase was 
the largest under “ bursting of boilers or tubes, &¢., of engines” and “ mis- 
cellaneous accidents.” The number of accidents under each of these two 
heads was larger by 11. Under “trains running over cattle” there was a 
decrease of 10 aceid “nts. 

8. On the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, while the number of catte accidents 
decreased from 76 to 66 and that of miscellancous accidents from 37 to 8, there 
were inercases under other heads, the total showing a decreaso of 18 accidents. 

9. Of the decrease of 85 accidents on the Wardha Coal Railway 14 were 
under “failure of tyres” and 15 under “ fire in trains.’ The number of acci- 
dents under the former was vil against 14, and under the latter 8 against 28. 

10. The decrease on the Tirhoot Railway was almost wholly due to there 
heing not a single f “failure of machinery, &e., of engincs” during the 
quarter under review, while in the corresponding previous period there were 16 
accidents of this description. 

11. On the Rangoon and Irrawaddy Valley State Railway there was no 
noticeable increase under any particular head. 

12. The casualties resulting from accidents to trains, &., were, among 
passengers, 19) ved against 1 killed and 9 injured, and among servants 12 
injured against 13 killed and 16 injured. The increase in the number of 
casualties to passengers appears to be due to six passengers having received slight 
Druises by a collision which took place on the Madras Railway, on the 81st 
May 1883, between a mail and a goods tra’n, duc to the pointsman turning the 
former on to the main line instead of on to the platform siding ; and five passen- 
gers having been slightly injured by a collision on the Calcutta and South- 
Kastern Railway between two passenger trains, caused by the carelessness of 
the pointsman in allowing both the trains into the same siding. 

13, As regards the decrease in the casualties to servants, it is observed that 
in the corresponding quarter of 1882 four men were killed on the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway by a collision between a goods train and a pump truck, and. 
1 killed and 5 injured on the Madras Railway by a wagon getting away 
while being shunted, and colliding with an Inspector's trolly.

16. The number of derailments of goods trains or parts of goods trains, 
engines, &., deercased from 109 to 75, or by 34, of which 6 are duc to the East 
Indian Railway, and 14 to the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. 


16. While the number of cattle accidents increased by 10 on the East 
Indian Railway, 9 on the Madras, 22 on the South Indian, and 21 on the Oudh 
and Rohilkhand Railway, the namber on the Indus Valley and Kandahar and 
the Kajputana-Malwa Railways decreased by 10 on each line. 


17. The number of cases of “ bursting of boilers or tubes, Ge., of engines” 
rose from 16 to 34, of which 10 were on the Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railway, 
18 on the Indus Valley and Kandahar, and 5 on the Rajputana-Malwa. The 
number of cases of “failure of machinery, springs, &c., of engines” were also 
large on these lines, being 17, 22, and 15 respectively out of a total of 74. It 
is noteworthy «that there was no accident of this kind on the Tirhoot State 
Railway, although 16 such cases occurred on that line during the vorrespond- 
ing period of the previous ycar.

On the Bombay side, the earlor portion of 
the month was chaiacteriaed either by strong winds fivm a non-monseon dircetion, or by light 
variable breezes; but, on the 24th, the tegalar monsoon current set im, aud from that time on 
ward blew sicadily, About the 26th ef the mouth a second cyclone of the weaker or monsoon 
trpe was formed over the Bay of Bengal. ‘Thence ib passed to Cuttack on the 30th, reached 
Sconi on July Ist, Indore on the 2nd, and lay between Rajkot and Karachi on the 3rd ol 
month. It thus passed on a duc westerly course mght actoss the Penis The rai 
panying this eyclone was very heavy, axl the resulting floods of the Taptee and in Gi 
very destructive, mterrupting railway communication and submerging much of the city of 
Sumt. * 

‘As the general result, the monsoon rains were late in setting in on the Bombay side and 
throwzhout Western and North-Western India, aud m tic Peninsula the rainfall of the inonth 
was defivient ; only in Bengal was it up to or above the average umount. These latter peeu- 
Tiarities were more or less characteristic of a large part of the season. 

"The disappearance of the cyclome storm notived above was followed by two o: three days 
of fine weather aud high harometrie pressure. Ram then recommenced, and in Southern iulin, 
Bengal and the Bastern Peninsula, continued more or less steadily tll the close of July. Bat 
in the Punjab, Raputana and a large part of the North West and Central Provinces, the rain 
ceased about the (9th, and a drought set 1m, which lasted without intermission till nearly or 
quite the end of August. 

‘August was a month of deficient rawnlull in all parts of India, except tho Provinces of 
Madras, Berar and Assam. Tue drought imereased in extent and intensity during the earlier 
part of the*month, the an became dry, the temperature high, and, on some days during the 
height, of the drought, no rain fell over the whole of that part of the country lying to the north. 
ward of Belgaum and to the westward of Benares. On the 19th, however, when the prospects of 
the season were becoming critical, the weather changed, the arr became damper, rain fell in the 
Central Provinces, and extending slowly to the North-\Wost, reached the extieine north of the 
Punjab by the endof (he month. 

This changed véather lasted in North Western Indin (ill about the middle of September, 
when the sky cleared, avd the fine bight weather charaetcristie of the close of the ramy season 
set in, But, in the meantime, the atnvunt of rainfall over the Panjab, Rajputana and Central 
Provinces was so heavy as considerably to exceed the normal total of the month, In ofher 
parts of India, rain continned to fall more or less steadily till near the close of Sgptember, 
on the whole, the meteorological couditions of the mouth were of about the usual character, 
The rains apparently ceased in— 

‘The Punjab. on the 10th. The North-Westorn Provinces, on the 18th, 
Rejputaus, on the 14th. Central Provinces, ou the 25th. 
‘With the cessation of the rains, the Ssnal rise of temperature occurred in these Provinces. 

‘Yn October, the fine dry weather winch had already become established in No:th-Westorn 
India, extended further to south and enst, and the autumnal rams of the transitional period set 
in.on the Coromandel Coast, In each case, che change occurred rather oarlier than usual. Over 
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' 
Bengal and Assam, in the first ten days,of the month, the rainfall was very'light ay compared 
with the normal average. There were sharp showers‘on the 12th, 18th and 14th, and with 
these showers tho rains ceased, apparently for the aeason, eo that the total at the end of the month 
was very small. The deficiency was greatest in Orissa and Lower Bengal, where it amount- 
ed to over 9 inches, while at Darjeeling it was 6 and at Burdwan 4 inches. ‘The Madras re- 
ports shew that north winds were felt on the Ganjam Coast on October 9th, whonee they grada- 
ally extended towards Madras. The sky during this time became much more clondy all over the 
Presidency, and from the 12th, heavy rain fell almost daily until the 18th, the wind on many 
occasions blowing from a south-vast rather than from a uorth-vast direction. After that date, 
until the 2ith, the weather was much more settled. But quite ut the close of the month condi- 
tions again changed; a small barometric depression was formed in the south-west of the Bay, and 
proceding slowly northward, occasioned « good deal of rain all along the Coromandel and Ganjam 
Coasts, On the Bombay side, erally, fine weather, chequered by occasional showers, prevailed 
till the 18th, when a small disturbance was formed over the Presidency, accognpanied with very 
unsettled weather and heavy rain, ‘This lasted for three days, when tho depression broke up, 
the sky cleared, and ihe wind changed. From the 22nd to the end of the month the weather 
was fine, . 

Summing up the rainfall of the whole season from June 1st to October 31st, it uppears 
that five-eighths of the stationg enumerated in the duily reports had less than the average 
amount and three-cighths more than the average. Akyab shows the greatest deficiency, viz., 88 
inches, and Akola the greatest excess, viz , 414 inches. And taking the mean of the stations as 
classified under their mepective Provinces, there has been a mean deliciency n—

Apprnionat Note. , 


Tn a note appended to the last semi-annual weather report, after adverting to the unusually 
heavy winter and spring snowfall on the North-Wost Himalaya, to which the latest addi- 
tion was made on the 25th and 29th May, it was stated—* If the mountains of Lahoul, Spiti 
ond other more distant ranges have shared this fall, if it is as extensive as it is apparently heavy 
on the visible ranges, andl the views which the experionee of recent years acems to justify, viz., 
that an unusual extent and thickness of snow on the Himalaya is productive of dry north. west, 
and west winds in North-Western India are valid, we must be prepared for a long spell of dry 
weather and a retarded ramfall inthe Upper Provinces. The present season will setve as a 
test of the validity of tha above view.” 

‘The result Las been stated in the foregoing memorandum. It was not exactly in accord~ 
ance with the terms of the above foreenst, inasmuch as the setting in of the rains in the Upper 
Provinces took place only a few days later than on the average, and rather more than a fort= 
night of rainy weather preceded the period of drought which had been foreseen, and which sot 
in on the 19th July. But there were indications that throughout this rainy interval the mflu- 
ence of the snowfall was operative. On the North-West Himalaya the rain of the first half 
of July wae accompanied with frequent thunder.storms and hail-storma (always a sign of an 
unsteady monsoon), and in clear intervals the upper clouds could be seen drifting steadily from 
the north-west, proving the existence at uo great height of the diy current which, about the 
19th, descended and roplaced tha monsoon, prevailing over the whole of Norti-Western India 
and Rajputana, and influencing the winds even down to the Deccan on the south and to Bebar 
on the east. 

Notwithstanding then, that, as subsequent information showed, the heavy snowfall of the 
winter did not extend to Lahoul, Spiti, the Pangi Valley and Ladak, but was restricted to the 
outer snowy range, even this sufficed to cause a prolonged drought, and I am decidedly of 
opinion that the experience of the present season has given strog confinnation of the validity 
of the view on which the forecast was based.

RESOLUTION. 


“The appointment of Curator of Ancient Monuments was sanc- 
tioted by the Segretary of State in November 1880 for a term of 
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' 
three years only, in view to the settlement within that period by cach 
Local Government of a complete schome of conservation for cach 
province. Major Cole has, since he took charge of his office in 
January 1881, visited most of the Local Governments, and in the 
notes and memoranda which form Appendices of his reports has 
indicated in respect of many of the principal monuments what 
measures of conservation are in his opinion required. It is import- 
qnt that the Local Governments should néw settle, in commu- 
nication with the Government of India,.the general lines upon 
which their operations will in future be conducted. The lists of 
objects of antiquarian interest received from the different provinces 
show that very much information as to the number and qhaxacter of 
existing monuments has been collected; and the Curator’s memo- 
randa aud suggestions indicate sufliciently clearly the gencral direction 
which measures of conservation ought to follow. 


2. The Governor General in Council notices, however, that the 
Curator has not apparently placed himself in such free communica- 
tion with the officers of the Archwological Survey as was desirable, 
and this is to bo regretted. Jt is true the reports show that Major 
Cole has at times consulted General Cunningham; but«as far as 
Madras and Bombay are concerned, he appears to have had no 
communication with Dr. Burgess whose great experience and, sound 
knowledge, both archeological and architectural, would have been 
of much service in preparing the necessary lists, and determining the 
mode in which repairs should be planned, 


3. The Governor General in Council desires that cach Local 
Government will now, with as little delay as possible, take up the 
lists of ancient monuments for its province as given in Major Cole’s 
Report for the year 1882-83, and, as regards Northern, Eastern 
and Central India, in communication with General Cunningham, and as 
regards Madras and Bombay, in communication with the Archwo- 
logical Surveyor of Southern and Western India, prepare classified 
lists and a detailed 1cport showing— 


I.—Those monuments which from their present condition and 
historical or archwological value ought to be maintaintd 
in permanent good repair. 


II.—Those monuments which it is now only possible or desir- 
able to save from further decay by such minor measures 
as the eradication of vegetation, the exclusion of water 
from the walls, and the like. 


IIL—Those monuments which from their advanced stage of 
decay or comparative unimportance 1t is impossible or 
unncces»ary to preserve. 


4. The monuments im classes I and II should be further sub- 
divided, thus— 


I (a) and II (a)—Monuments in the possession ar charge 
of Government, or in respect of which Government 
must undertahe the cost of all measures of conser- 
vation. 


I (é) and IT (6).—Monuments in the possession or charge 
= of private bodies or individuals. 


In respect of classes I (a) and II (a), the report should show 
what arrangements it is proposed to make for the due carrying out 
of the necessary measures of conservation. Definite provision should 
be made for the proper custody and up-keep of each monument in 
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these class@s. The Government of Ingia do not wish to interfere 
in the details of these arrangements, but they desire to be satisfied 
that each Local Government has at its disposal the means for tho 
intelligent and judicious treatment of any questions that may arise 
jn connection with the preservation of buildings of such importance. 
The Governor General in Council considers that the ost of these 
measures is a legitimate charge upon the Public Works allotment of 
each province, but will be prepared to consider in very special cases 
whether any further assistance should be granted from Imperial 
funds. 


Ineregpect of classes I (4) and IL (4), it should he reported 
what funds are available for their conservation; and whether the 
eustgdians can be induced to allow the inspection, direction, and 
control of Government officers in such matters. It maybe advisable 
vin some instances to offer small subsidies in view to securing the 
necessary amount of supervision, but this should only be proposed 
where the monument i, one of primary importanee, and its due con- 
servation cannot be otherwise secured. Tn general it may be hoped 
that the local officers and the Local Government will be able to 
induce tlfose interested to take proper steps for maintaining the 
buildings in their chargo. 





5. Tf hereafter it should become apparent that the Local 
Governments require adviec or instructions with reterence to the 
proper mode of preserving or treating any monument, the Govern- 
ment of India will be happy to arrange for procuring this from the 
best available authorities. Meantime, as above intimated, the Local 
Governments should, besides referring to General Cunningham and 
Dr. Burgess, freely consyt the Curator of Ancient Monuments in the 
preparation of the lists and reports now ordered, remembering that 
Major Cole’s services will not be available in that capacity after the 
28th January 1881 when the period for which his appointment was 
sanctioned by the Secretary of State will expire. 

6. Inthe Annual Adiuirtistration Reports of each province full 
information should be given as to the imeasures of conservation car- 
ried out during the year and as to the conditiun of all monuments 
in classes I and II. 


OrpeR.—Ordered that a copy of this Resolution he forwarded to 
Local Governments and Administrations, to the Director General of the 
Archeological Survey, and to the Curator of Ancient Monuments in 
India for infompation and guidance. The Curator, before his term 
of “office expires, should arrange to visit any important monuments 
not yet seen by him, submitting his notes, as before, to the Local 
Governments concerned. 


Ordered also that a copy be forwarded to the Foreign, Public 


Works and ‘Finance Depmiments for information; and that the 
Resolution be published in the Supplement to the Gazette of India.

RESOLUTION. 


The Governor General in Council is pleased to decide that revised Rule II 
of the Rules referred to in the preamble shall run as follows :-— 

A furthor fee of one rupee per square foot shall be levied for the erection of masonry 
monument in # burial ground, reduced to eight annas per square foot when the monument is of 
stone or marble, provided that the minimum fee payable for a monument shall be Re, 5. No 
monument shall in any case be more than 3 feet in height. For a simple headstone or flat 
slab of stone or marble not more than 3 feet 6 inches in height and 2 feet in width, a fee of 
Rs, 6 shall be payable. A feo of Re. 75 shall be levied on a faculty for the erection of a 
monument in 2 church, 

Notee.—(1) A tablet on the wall of a cemetery shall be regarded as a monument. 

(2) “Simple headstone.”—A cross of not greater height or length than 3 feet 6inches 
is included in this description. 

(3) In the case of a monument erected over a masonry grave, the ageregat® of 
ices ander this Iie and Hale'L ll bs tne aula hall rapeos tertooh, equnce 
foot of ground occupied, but when the monument is of “ stone or marble,” the 
agzregate of the fees in question will be one rupee per square foot. 

(4) The term “stone or marble” does not include “slate.” . 

(5) The fees of Rs. 75 levied ona faculty, drawn in the case of non-Government 
churches by the present incumbents of the office of Registrar of the Diocese 
in Calcutta and Bombay, shall cease ona vacancy oveurring in that appuint- 
ment. ‘The money 1s to be spent in chuity us in the case of Government 
churches,

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASONS AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FoR 
THE WEEK ENDING THE 27th NOVEMBER 1883. 


Gewanat Rewanxs.—With the exception of the Madras Presidency and one district in Assam, 
no rain is reported, for the past week from any of the reporting stations. The want of 
rain bas involved to a large extent the failure of the rice crop in Bengal and hos greutly 
retarded the radi. In all other Provinces the radi prospects are far, Lut the young crops in 
the North-Western Provinees and Oudh require rain, The Adari/ harvest and radi suwings 
have been nearly completed in the Bombay Presideney and Central and Northern India. Some 
damage is still caused by locusts in one district of Bombay, but the plague has generally abated, In 
Sindh the river continues low. 

The latest report received from Burma is for the week ending 17th November and shows 
that the gaddy crop promises a good yiold in spite of some damage from past aufavourable 
weather. 

The public health is generally good, but slight cholera, small-pox, and fever exist in some 
provinces. 

Prices remain unchanged except in Bengal, where they are unsteady,
